NOTES FROM 


Evans Notch 
White Mountain National Forest 


Snowmobile and ski-touring en- 
thusiasts are finding’ excellent 
conditions on the Evans Notch 
Ranger District of the ‘White 
Mountain National Forest, Snow- 
mobilers, in particular, are using 
the Hastings to Evergreen Valley 
Trail after four years of timber 
salvage activity that disrupted the 
network, The State of Maine has 
signed the trail and is grooming 
it as meeded. Grooming will begin 
on the Evergréén to Crocker Pond 
segment once more snow falls.

the sky, Area fire departments 
will assist with checking a chim- 
ney and/or cleaning the chimney, 
to. reduce the nuinber of chimney 
fires, West Paris has a flexible 
rod with a brush attached, which 
makes cleaning the chimney rela- 
tively easy. Greenwood fireman 
will check and clean chimneys for 
free. The firemen save a lot of 
work fighting fires by getting the 
chimneys cleaned out. 

With the increase of wood burn- 
ing stoves, the number of chimney 
fires has also increased. The air- 
tight varicties tend to build-up 
more creosote than the old-fashion- 
ed draftier variety. And green 
wood doésn't burn as completely, 
causing more creosote problems, 
The hotter the fire, the safer, as 
more of the creosote is burned up.
